The apple crop this year will run 
to 1,250,000 barrels, according to W. 
H. Chasse of Wolfville, or a fifty 
percent increase over last year, 
while the crop of the Eastern States 
is reported only half titat of-last 
year. 


The eDepartment of Lands and 
Forests of the Province of Quebec 
have planted 1,600,000 trees this 
year—a record figure and nearly 
double that of last year. Next 
summer it is proposed to plant 
8,000,000 trees, 


Canada’s net debt decreased by. 
$52,498,429 during the first four 
months of the fiscal year. It now 
stands at $2,295,335,940. During 
the corresponding period of last 
fiscal year there was a decrease of 
$41,251,655. Both revenues and 
expenditures show increases. 


Tourist travel this season is in 
excess of previous years and is even 
more cosmopolitan in its derivations 
than formerly, according to 
Ussher, general passenger traffia 
manager of the Canadian Pacifi¢ 
Railway, back from a tour of in. 
spection of the company’s interesta 
at Banff, Lake Louise and othey 
favored tourist spots. 


E. J. Chambers, President and 
General Manager of the Associated 
Fruit Growers of British Columbia, 
states that British Columbia apples 
are now being sent to South Africa, 
China, Sweden, Norway, Germany 
and Denmark, as well as Great 
Britain, the heaviest market.

Great Britain has a problem and Canada has a problem, one being the 
exact opposite of the other In the British Islos there is a surplus popula- 
tion for whieh employment cannot be found In Canada theré"are enormous 
resources and Vast areas of fertile lands whieh call for increased population 
in order that development may take place, The Old Lund has too many 
D New Land h too few 

ut the face of things {t would seem to be @ comparatively simple 
miiier for the British and Canadian Governments to evolve policies under 
which surplus population of Great Britain ceuld be transterred to the 
Open spac olf Canada, thus solving the problems of both countries, But the 
solution is not so easy, in facet, it is most complex and difficult 

The class of settlers whieh Canada wants is the agricultural type, men 
and women who will go on the land True, they may not have had actual 
farcning experience to be welcomed and to sueceed, but they must be of that 
a which is likely to make good on the lind 

Great 7 ain, however, has no large surplus of this type, if, indeed, 

urplus at all The British surplus population is found among the 
whingmen, artizan and labor cl men and omen who, beeause they 
( lot obtain steady employment, are obliged to accept the Government 
ao Opportuntifes for the employment of any large nuluber of these people 
fy) Canadian industry are snimall, and it weuld be most unfair to them to 
encourage tl lion to Canada Where their presence would have an 
injurious efleer on Canadian workmen and laber and lead to the creation of 
Conadian situation not alike the present one in Great Britain 

Phe efforts of both t British and Canadian Governments are, therefore, 
fi to the training of a limited number of immigrants for agricultural 
pursui and the proper placing of them on farms in Canada.

It is interesting to note from the 
very comprehensive report of the Di- 
rector of the Ixperimental Farm Sys-

Hulless Oats For Poultry 
Cracked Hulless Oats Found Useful 
For Young Chicks 

Hulless oats, that ig varieties of 
oats that thresh out clear of the hulls, 
are pérticularly useful for the feeding 
of poultry.

Proposal Made That Whipping Be 
Added To Jail Sentence 
For Stealing Cars 
Whipping with a strap persons con- 
vicled of theft of motor cars is one 


of the amendmenigs to the crininal 
code proposed in the report of the 
Canadian Bar Association's commit- 


tee on administration of justice. 

The report was presented to the as- 
sociation at its annual meeting by 
Judge E. Coatsworth of Toronto. 

Judge Coatsworth urged immediate 
legislation by the Dominion and pro- 
vineial parliaments to incorporate in- 


to the criminal code the important 
amendments suggested in the ecoim- 
inittee’s report. 

Concerning the penalties for auto 


thefi the committee recommended 
that Instead of the present one year 
sentence provided by the code, the 
penalty be two months’ imprisonment 
with « whipping in the second month 
with a strap Instead of a cat-o'nine 
tails.
